Novel’s attorney, Jerry Wei- 
ner, wire dfrom Columbus, Ohio 
that Novel would be willing to 
take lie detector tests and sub- 
mit himself to truth serum or 
hypnosis if his “doubter, denier 
or accuser, no matter what his 
office, would do likewise.” 


rison witness Perry Russo 
claimed he took to a party 
where he overheard a plot to 
kill the late President. 

Novel today, meanwhiie, again 
offered to speak before the Lou- 
isiana Legislature if he were 
granted immunity from arrest 
and imprisonment ; and ..“per- 
sonal protection” whiie in the 
state. 


But Rep. Lantz Womack, 
I Franklin Parish, who rec?ived 
the offer by telegram from 
Novel’s attorney, said he plan- 

( ned to take no action to invite 
the fugitive witnesses. He said 
he would back up Gov. John J 
McKeithen. 


Novel is wanted as a material 
witness by Garrison in his probe 
into the assassination.
